During the past week we have 
had most distinguished visitors in 
the persons ol Mr. and Mrs. F. C>. 

Barnes, formerly in charge of two 

schools for the deaf in and near 
London and now retired, although 
continuing lo exert gieat influence 
in British education of the deaf. 
They have about completed a tour 

of the world, visiting the schools 
for the ileal in the British empire, 
and will sail for England in a few 
d.rys. 

During their visit on Kendall 
Green, they have been shown the 
utmost cordiality, and we are certain 
thej will take back with them a 
pleasant remindei of their stay here. 
The Senior girls in domestic science 
were their hosts at a supper the first 
day, at which an excellent and well 
planned dinner was served. 

Mr. Barnes and bis wife had the 
good fortune to witness the fashion 
show and the track meet Friday and 
Saturday, and on Sunday Mr. Barnes 
took the platform and deliver 
absorbing talk on many topics ol 
interest. He made a brief compari- 
son of the British deaf and those of 
this country, statin-; that there even 
about 40,000 deal in the British 
Isles. 

The compulsory education laws 
in England arc very strict and apply 

to both the deaf and the hearing. 

\s a result, nearly every deaf child 
from 7 to 16 is in school. They do 

i great deal of vocational training, 
and every child over 13 is required 
to put in much of his time in voca- 
tional work. The result of this is 
that 87 percent of the deaf ( about 
imc as in this country I arc 

self-supporting. 

In comparison with that, he 
stated that the blind of the Isles 

have a percentage of only 27, who 
are dependent solely upon them- 
selves. The children in the schools 
for the deaf are taught by the oral 
method whenever possible, and 
when this method tails they arc 
sent to special schools for the back- 
ward, and feeble-minded, or tin 
nul-blind, where they art 
given special instruction by diffe- 
rent methods which will best pre- 
pare them for a life of usefulni 

Mr. Barnes' own work is with 
these defectives, and with a school 
where the hard -of -hearing children 
are grouped for the sake of receiv- 
ing special instruction, aiming at 
retaining ami improving their di- 
minished hearing. He mentioned 
that the Dutch of South Africa had 
started an excellent school there, 

attended by both English and 
Dutch deaf children. 

In Australia, he remarked that 
the deaf were a very p r og r es sive 

group, for they have not only raised 

two funds 000 each at Sidney 

and Melbourne for the establishment 
of churches and social and recii 

centers, but have succeeded in mak- 
ing themselves respected members 
of the coinmuiiii 

If the deaf of that young and grow- 
ing country can raise (150,000 in a 
short time, those of this nation, the 
-4 and most prosperous of the 
world, should be able to raise 
Q00 for the E. M. C.. fund in a short 
while. Another phase of the English 
deaf that Mi . Barnes dwelt upon, 
relatttl to the National Institute tit 
the D which he is a member 

and active offi< 

He explained that the blind ol 
the British Isles had succeeded in 
Securing great privileges, low rates 
on leading matter, pensions, em 
ployment bureaus, etc., from the 
-tniuent , through the influence 
rted upon legislation by the 
National Institute for the Blind 
and, though the deaf were not at all 
desirous of becoming public de 
pendents to the extent that the blind 

were, thej al least felt that they 
should be given more consideration 
by the ruling powers, ami the 
Institute for the Deaf was the out- 
come of thi*- 

This institute has a powerful 
luting to the 
deaf and has succeeded in securing 
a measure of relief, but much g: 
ted in the futun 
the i compli am- 

pliation of statistics and tici 
about the deaf. The institute 
conducts a publicity bureau, which 
distributes much valuable informa- 
|tion among the public, and through
